You may wonder bow theae songs 
are arattorad. SOOM girl or boy in a 
community fOta a bOlM of some 
song and a friend In anotbor com- 
munity hears them sing It and wante 
til., iiallail. So it goes from one com- 
luninty to another, and each time 
pi ihaps (lii< tune is sliKhtly cliangod. 

.Many of the old Kiitfli'li ballads 
were iuought by our .Vnglo-Saxon 
forefathers from England, Ireland 
and Scotland. These have in most 
instenesa ondargone certoin changes 
due to tbo ineidont and accident of 
the traditional methods by wbich 
tbey have been presorvod. Soaio of 
these are the "Dog and the Gun" 
•Hal b;ira Alton ' "Pretty Polly" "The 
11, ,n-o Cai ponti T • and nlhors. They 
are similar to those of old rouiitrios 
but the liinos and w.'iils t,>o ha\o 
been somewhat cliangod for in pass, 
ing from one writer to another vers- 
es aro forgotten and new verses are 
added and aoam timso they are 
cbaagcd to auit tho coadilions, and 
tho tonoa ara aMarad tooi. 

There is anotbor class which is 
composed by local song writers. 
I'lii-si' aro of many kinds but are bal- 
lads in natui o. that is, each one tell* 
a -|,.i v all. Mil -'iiio liai:i',ly, or s,inii' 
iiii'idont that ba^ atlrai loil publir at- 
tention. Tbey are written and sung

Likewise, destroying grass 
ami weeds simply cannot be done 
effectively without deslroyinir plant 
roots as well. (» nerally we would 
say that in cultivation, less than 
one insh and one and one-balf inches 
would ba a mulch loo sbalow to be 
effeetlva ta beldinc moistur^ and 
anything deeper than two and one- 
half or three inebee wHI do more 
harm than good on account of the 
oTcessive rorit in,i<iry. Our prefer- 
i iici' oil :ui av. rajre would ho for 
cultivation somewhere around two 
inches deep. A mub h of this depth 
will usually hold the moisture pret- 
ty effectively, and while some n^ots 
Will be broken in making it, this i«
